J. W. Fulbright, who has a long history of 
chatter, reports that his wife complains that he 
talks too much. 
Fulbright has stuck his foot in his mouth on an 
occasion or two. 
He has a background as a teacher before going 
to Congress. Both are talkative occupations. The 
ultimate, of course, would be to combine these 
professions with barbering or preaching or both. 
Teachers often acquire an unsatiable appetite 
for hearing the sound of their own voice.

WHAT THEY SAY 
ABOUT NATIONALISM 
Our country today, to my mind, needs nation­ 
alism, patriotism, Americanism, like it never 
needed it before in its history, and it should be 
taught right from the time a youngster goes to 
kindergarten. 
We should have reverence for 
our flag; we should have reverence for the 
Constitution, our Bill of Rights, and our chil­ 
dren should be taught that. 
For some unknown 
reason today, they are forgetting American his­ 
tory and those things they used to respect—at 
least I did when I was a boy. I was taught at 
West Point duty, honor, country, and I think 
that motto could well go to all red-blooded 
Americans. We need it today. 
So spoke General George Stratemeyer before 
a subcommittee of the Senate Committee on the 
Judiciary a few years ago. 
His plea that pa­ 
triotism be instilled into the hearts and minds 
of all Americans is timely and important. 
The history of the United States of America is 
one of the great success stories of all time. The 
men and women who founded and built this nation 
were patriotis who shared two distinctive char­ 
acteristics: 
faith in God and the courage that 
grows out of love of country. 
“ Nationalism’* nowadays is often used to con­ 
vey a negative meaning. 
There are those in 
America who decry the existence of what they 
call a nationalist spirit, and would have us 
believe there is something wrong about putting 
the interests of the United States ahead of the 
interests of other countries. 
These are the same people who tell us that 
patriotism is out of date, that our Constitution 
is not geared to modern times, that national 
sovereignty is a silly concept that should be 
abandoned. 
Our forefathers fought for peace with Freedom. 
But now are are told that the emphasis must be 
on peace, not Freedom; we are told that we must 
“ strengthen the United Nations” ; that we must 
disarm; that we must submit to strict interna­ 
tional controls. 
In other words, we must sur­ 
render on the installment plan to an enemy that 
has openly declared its intention of wiping out 
what we call Freedom. 
It should be noted that only the United States is 
being asked to abandon nationalism; that is, a 
concern for its own interests. 
In Africa, Asia, 
Eastern and Western Europe, countries proclaim 
their nationalistic feelings. 
Every one of the 
nations we have subsidized so heavily with 
dollars from the American taxpayer is concerned 
first, last and always with national self-interest. 
But for the United States, internationalism is 
held to be the sound and unnecessary goal. 
A constant stream of propaganda is poured out 
to the effect that the United Nations is the great 
symbol of peace in the world. It is an idea that 
will not stand up under even the most simple 
examination. 
The kind of “peace” coming from the United 


Nations caused more than 54,000 Americans to 
be killed in Korea and more than 103,000 more to 
be wounded. The UN brand of peace did not pre­ 
vent the rape and pillage of Katanga. Peace of 
the UN variety has established Marxist spy rings 
in the United States. 
UN “ peace-keeping” ef­ 
forts did not manage to make themselves felt in 
the Hungarian revolt against Soviet tanks. 
When the UN was born, 200 million people in the 
w o r l d w e r e under communist domination. Today, 
t h e number is a p p r o x i m a l * .Ty one billion — about 
o n e - t h i r d o f the human r a c e . 
Let us not forget 
that during the time the United Nations has had its 
headquarters on American soil, communism has 
advances to within 90 miles of the U.S. mainland. 
The internationalists are eager to extend their 
policies to trade, as well as aid. In the field of 
world commerce, they favor policies guided not 
by what is best for American producers but by 
what will best serve the interests of other na­ 
tions. 
It is well known that the international course has 
never been deliberately chosen by the American 
people. 
There has been one time in our history 
when Americans were given an opportunity to 
make a clear-cut choice between internationalism 
and American nationalism: 
in 1920, when the 
League of Nations was an issue. The advocates 
of American participation in the League were 
overwhelmingly defeated. 
Since that time, the American people have never 
been given a chance to vote on proposals to down­ 
grade the national independence of the United 
States. 
And since that time, this independence 
has been worn away by secret diplomacy and de­ 
liberate misrepresentation linked with an inter­ 
national conspiracy against Freedom. 
The internationalists talk much about the “ force 
of reaction” — those Americans who stand with 
their patriotic forefathers in giving first attention 
to the good of their own country. In reality, it is 
the one-worlder who has the reactionary approach. 
It is the patriot, the nationalist, if you please, who 
has the constructive, positive, progressive ap­ 
proach. 
The patriot is FOR Freedom; FOR limitation 
of governmental power in accordance with the 
Constitution; FOR America standing firm for the 
principles of Freedom. 
This affirmative policy of wanting our govern­ 
ment to give first attention to what is best for 
the United States is scorned by the one-worlders 
as nationalism. 
Why should we not be nationalistic? This is our 
country, and our Freedom is at stake. We know 
the American way of life is a good way. We 
cherish <t, and we must employ our best efforts 
to preserve it. 
Under our system, the American people have 
enjoyed Freedom to an extent that has been the 
envy of the world,, 
In our enjoyment of it, we 
have tended to forget that Freedom is never free. 
Each generation must earn it. 
In the world of today, we cannot expect to keep 
our Freedoms unless we take pride in our her­ 
itage and unless we determine to uphold the prin­ 
ciples which have thus far secured that Freedom. 
A tidal wave of expressed love of country, of 
interest and participation in formulating the na­ 
tional destiny, could impress the world that we 
Americans have something very special that other 
nations could seek for themselves. Such a regen­ 
eration of Americanism would give our nation 
new strength and command respect all over the 
world. 
Certainly we have much to be enthusiastic 
about, especially if we restore fully the basic 
principles of the Founding Fathers. Our govern­ 
ment was designed as one of limited powers: a 
government deriving its just powers from the 
consent of the governed. 
Many checks and bal­ 
ances were placed on government with the purpose 
of insuring that no single branch of government 
could assume overwhelming power. 
To the ex­ 
tent that those checks and balances have come to 
be ignored or overriden, to an equal extent our 
Freedom has suffered. 
The first men and women who came to America 
brought with them the belief that Freedom is God- 
given. 
These early Americans were well aware 
that it is the nature of government to encroach 
on the Freedoms of the people: 
they had fled 
such tyranny. 
Later, the belief of these Pilgrims that liberty 
comes from God was written into the Declaration 
of Independence. 
In the Constitution, they set the pattern for true 
peace and true liberty for mankind. They gave 
us the right way of limited government. 
That is not the pattern followed by the interna­ 
tionalists. It was not by accident that the charter 
of the United Nations contains no reference to a 
super-natural being. That omission is completely 
in keeping with the internationalist pattern. 
A tidal wave of magnificent Americanism would 
bring miraculous results, for Americans and the 
rest of the world. 
It could make our treasured 
Freedom secure and put to rest the doubts now in 
the minds of other nations as to whether we still 
possess the will to remain free. 
If we really care about Freedom for all people 
and if we are really concerned about their well­ 
being, we will demonstrate to them that we intend 
to remain free. We must show them by our deeds 
and let them know we desire Freedom for them by 
refusing to give up our own.

Alarmed by the fact that Mis­ 
souri has experienced a tragic 
number of traffic deaths during 
the eight day period from Palm 
Sunday through Easter Sunday 
over the past years, Colonel E. 
I. (Mike) Hockaday, Superinten­ 
dent of the Missouri State High­ 
way Patrol, today urged drivers 
and 
pedestrians 
to 
be extra 
cautious during this year’s Holy 
Week 
“ This special religious week 
has been one of the tragic periods 
in Missouri traffic,’’ Hockaday 
declared. “ It rivals the carnage 
experienced on our highways over 
the Christmas and New Year hol­ 
idays. Our records show that 178 
persons have been killed on the 
State's streets and highways over 
the past five Holy Week periods. 
Included in this toll are 25 pedes­ 
trians. 
Last year, 45 persons 
were killed during the week be­ 
fore Easter." 
The Patrol Superintendent urged 
drivers to be particularly alert 
for pedestrians 
during 
Holy 
Week. 
He pointed out that many 
people will tie walking to special 
church services. 
At the same 
tim e, Hockaday reminded pedes­ 
trians of the need for them to fol­ 
low the rules of safe walking dur­ 
ing this period. 
“ Many people will be traveling 
to visit relatives and friends over 
to Easter Sunday weekend," the 
Colonel continued. “ The high­ 
ways will be crowded. 
It be­ 
hooves everyone, therefore, to 
use caution his travels. 
“ The traffic death toll during 
this year's Holy Week can be held 
to a minimum, if both drivers and 
pedestrians obey the traffic laws 
and use common sense," he con­ 
cluded.

THE BUDGET PIE 
In most restaurants these days 
the waitress cuts a pie into six 
pieces and half-a-dozen custom­ 
e r s get served dessert from the 
pie. For those of us who remem­ 
ber the quarter-pie servings that 
grandmother used to dish out, the 
restaurant servings seem pretty 
thin. 
But imagine cutting a pie 
into thirteen slices? The im pres­ 


sion would be inescapable that any 
pie cut thirteen ways wasn’t real­ 
ly much of a pie, right? 
Yet that is precisely what hap­ 
pens to the budget of the United 
States Government, and the con­ 
sequence is that the size of the 
whole pie doesn’t register on 
the customers -- in this case 
the members of Congress. 
“ Once the budget is received in 
Congress," writes senator Gor­ 
don Allott, of Colorado, “ it is dis­ 
sected into 13 separate appropri­ 
ation bills and is never again 
looked upon as a whole." 
The 
Senator has introduced a bill 
(S. 
1611) which would require 
Congress to adopt a resolution 
that the total amount contained 
in the separate bills must be 
approved before any money could 
be spent. 
The Congress is the 
constitutional watchdog of the US 
treasury and reassembling all 
thirteen slices of the budget pie 
for 
all the members to inspect 
seem s to us a very logical deter­ 
rent to extravagance. 
Senator John J. Williams, of 
Delaware, who has exposed more 
scandals and boondoggles than 
anyone else in Congress that we 
can think of (and when is som e­ 
body going to propose him as a 
Presidential candidate?) recent­ 
ly reviewed some of the uncon­ 
ventional and highly questionable 
devices used to make the Admin­ 
istration’s budget look better. 
For example, the budget treated 
the looting of our silver coinage 
as a “ profit” of $1.5 billion, 
and added it to revenues. Sena­ 
tor Williams then pointed out that 
in the years 1964 through 1967 
the present Administration had 
spent a total of $40 1/4 billion 
more than had been collected in 
revenues. 
Shortly thereafter it 
was admitted at the White House 
that the 1968 deficit might run as 
high as $28 billion. 
That would 
put the average deficit for each 
of the five years at $13.7 billion. 
Those figures are clear evi­ 
dence that Congress has been 
misjudging the size of the whole 
pie pretty seriously. 
We hope 
Senator Allott's bill will 
be 
passed before another budget pie 
comes up to Congress.

er King came to my home to dis­ 
cuss the civil rights troubles in 
Mississippi and the question of 
solving them through a peaceful 
economic boycott. We talked of 
the tactics of Mahatma Gandhi, 
who had 
helped 
bring 
inde­ 
pendence to India. 
In many ways, King reminded 
me of Gandhi. 
The 
similarity 
seem s even greater today. 
I 
had 
gone to Gandhi's jail 
in Poona, during one of his re- 
quent 
incarcerations 
by 
the 
British 
Government 
because 
he was urgina 
boycott against 
British goods. Lord 
Lloyd re­ 
fused 
to let 
me in. He talked 
with mingled criticism and re­ 
spect about the “ spindly-legged, 
little 
pain - in - the -neck to the 
British empire.” 
That spindly-legged little man 
was assassinated in 1948 by 
a 
Hindu 
fanatic. But 
he had al­ 
ready won his great 
goal -• in­ 
dependence for India. 
Martin Luther King, 
another 
staunch believer in nonviolence, 
will probably win more

Charles Evers, brother of Med­ 
gar, ran for 
Congress in Jack­ 
son, M iss., and though defeated, 
paid tribute 
to the fairness of 
the election. 
The Klan, responsible for some 
of the worst 
atrocities in the 
south, has 
ebbed and flowed in 
strength. As I look back on it, I 
was foolish to 
accept 
a Klan 
challange to broadcast from the 
steps 
of the state 
capitol 
in 
Atlanta in July, 1946. Police chief 
Herb Jenkins was wise to take a 
motion picture of everyone there. 
CONGRESS AND FRUSTRATION 
The Klan, after flaring up in 
strength, 
has 
subsided 
now. 
But the Negro’s feeling of frus­ 
trated justice 
continues. And 
when he sees what 
happens in 
congress, you can’t blame him - 
the chopping back of the 
head- 
start 
program by $27 million; 
the cut-back of health centers by 
$27 million; legal 
services by 
$9 million; community action by 
$30 million; the job corps by $10 
million; the neighborhood youth 
program by $30 million; and the 
work experience program by $25 
million. 


Only last month, every Repub­ 
lican on the house 
rules com­ 
mittee lined up behind Rep. Wil­ 
liam 
Comer 
of 
Pascagoula, 
M iss., to bottle up the civil rights 
bill in order to give 
the real 
estate lobby time to swing votes 
against the open housing section 
of the bill. 
Rep. Gerald Ford of Michigan, 
the GOP house leader who has 
demonstrated his ability to line 
up Republican votes almost at 
will, did 
not 
lift a finger to 
change a single vote. One vote 
change could have got the civil 
rights 
bill out 
of committee, 
but Ford did not lift that finger. 
It remains there as of today. 
Perhaps, now that Martin Luth­ 
er King, is dead, it w ill be voted 
out. 


Martin Luther King preached 
in the 
national cathedral on the 
Sunday before 
he 
was killed. 
The cathedral’s 
dean, Francis 
Sayre, grandson of 
Woodrow 
Wilson, and most of the clergy­ 
men in the nation’s capital have 
been ahead of the rest of the na­ 
tion on human rights. 
But for 
years 
the 
m assive and ornate 
cathedrals of 
America 
were 
cold and aloof when it came to 
the plight of Negroes. They did 
not 
hold out a helping hand. 


And one of the last proposals 
of Martin Luther King before he 
did was 
to permit welfare re­ 
cipients 
to occupy the 
pulpits 
of Negro churches on May 5 to 
explain the 
plight of the poor. 
Perhaps, if this last 
wish of 
Dr. King is n o w granted,the con­ 
gress of the United States, which 
has 
just seen the senate rush 
through a

bonanza 
for 
textile 
manufacturers in 
the form of import quotas, might 
also think more generously about 
health, education and welfare for 
those who never cut a coupon or 
cashed a stock dividend.

ABOUT NATIONALISM 
Our country today, to my mind, 
alism , patriotism , A m ericanism , 
needed it before in its history, and it should be 
taught right from the tim e a youngster goes to 
kindergarten. 
We should have reverence for 
our 
flag; 
we 
should have reverence for the 
Constitution, our B ill of Rights, and our ch il­ 
dren should lie taught that. 
For som e unknown 
reason today, they are forgetting Am erican h is­ 
tory and those things they used to resp ect--a t 
least I did when I was a boy. 
I was taught at 
W est 
Point duty, honor, country, and I think 
that 
motto 
could w ell 
go to all red-blooded 
A m ericans. We need it today. 
So spoke G eneral G eorge Stratem eyer before 
a subcom m ittee of the Senate C om m ittee on the 
Judiciary a few years ago. 
His plea that pa­ 
triotism be instilled into the hearts and minds 
of all A m ericans is tim ely and im portant. 
The history of the United States of A m erica is 
one of the great su ccess sto ries of all tim e. The 
men and women who founded and built this nation 
w ere p a tr io ts who shared two distinctive char­ 
a cter istics: 
faith in God and the courage that 
grow s out of love of country. 
“ N ationalism ’* nowadays is often used to con­ 
vey a negative meaning. 
There are those in 
A m erica who decry the existen ce of what they 
call 
a 
nationalist 
sp irit, 
and would have us 
b elieve there is som ething wrong about putting 
the in terests of the United States ahead of the 
in terests of other countries. 
T hese are the sam e people who tell us that 
patriotism is out of date, that our Constitution 
is not geared to modern tim es, that national 
sovereignty is a silly concept that should be 
abandoned. 
Our forefathers fought for peace with Freedom . 
But now are are told that the em phasis must be 
on peace, not Freedom ; we are told that we must 
“ strengthen the United N ations” ; that we must 
disarm ; that we must subm it to strict interna­ 
tional controls. 
In other w ords, we must su r­ 
render on the installm ent plan to an enem y that 
has openly declared its intention of wiping out 
what we call Freedom . 
It should be noted that only the United States is 
being asked to abandon nationalism ; that is, a 
concern for its own in terests. 
In A frica, A sia, 
E astern and W estern Europe, countries proclaim 
their nationalistic feelin gs. 
Every one of the 
nations 
we have 
subsidized 
so 
heavily 
with 
dollars from the A m erican taxpayer is concerned 
fir st, last and always with national self-in terest. 
But for the United States, internationalism is 
held to be the 
sound and unnecessary goal. 
A constant stream of propaganda is poured out 
to the effect that the United Nations is the great 
sym bol of peace in the world. It is an idea that 
w ill not stand up under even the m ost sim ple 
exam ination. 
The kind of “ p eace” com ing from the United 


Nations caused m ore than 54,000 A m ericans to 
be killed in Korea and m ore than 103,000 m ore to 
be wounded. The UN brand of peace did not p re­ 
vent the rape and pillage of Katanga. 
Peace of 
the UN variety has established M arxist spy rings 
in the United States. 
UN “ peace-keeping” e f­ 
forts did not manage to make them selves felt in 
the Hungarian revolt against Soviet tanks. 
When the UN was born, 200 m illion people in the 
world w ere under com m unist domination. Today, 
the number us 
proxim ately one billion - - about 
one-third of the human race. 
Let us not forget 
that during the tim e the United Nations has had its 
headquarters on Am erican so il, communism has 
advances to within 90 m iles of the U.S. mainland. 
The internationalists are eager to extend their 
p o licies to trade, as w ell as aid. In the field of 
world com m erce, they favor p olicies guided not 
by what is best for Am erican producers but by 
what w ill iK'st serve the in terests of other na­ 
tions. 
It is w ell known that the international course has 
never been deliberately chosen by the Am erican 
people. 
There has been one tim e in our history 
when A m ericans w ere given an opportunity to 
make a clear-cu t choice between internationalism 
and A m erican nationalism : 
in 1920, when the 
League of Nations was an issu e. The advocates 
of A m erican participation in the League were 
overw helm ingly defeated. 
Since that tim e, the Am erican people have never 
been given a chance to vote on proposals to down­ 
grade* the national independence of the United 
States. 
And since that tim e, this independence 
has been worn away by secret diplomacy and de­ 
liberate m isrepresentation linked with an inter­ 
national conspiracy against Freedom . 
The internationalists talk much about the “ force 
of reaction” — those A m ericans who stand with 
their patriotic forefathers in giving first attention 
to the good of their own country. In reality, it is 
the one-w orlder who has the reactionary approach. 
It is the patriot, the nationalist, if you p lease, who 
has the constructive, positive, p rogressive ap­ 
proach. 
The patriot is FOR Freedom ; FOR lim itation 
of governm ental power in accordance with the 
Constitution; FOR A m erica standing firm for the 
p rin ciples of Freedom,, 
This affirm ative policy of wanting our govern­ 
ment to give first attention to what is best for 
the United States is scorned by the one-w orlders 
as nationalism . 
Why should we not be nationalistic? This is our 
country, and our Freedom is at stake. We know 
the Am erican way of life is a good way. We 
ch erish 't, and we must em ploy our best efforts 
to p reserve it. 
Under our system , the A m erican people have 
enjoyed Freedom to an extent that has been the 
envy of the world. 
In our enjoyment of it, we 
have tended to forget that Freedom is never free. 
Each generation must earn it. 
In t h e w o r l d o f t o d a y , w e c a n n o t e x p e c t t o k e e p 
our F r e e d o m s unless we take pride in our her­ 
itage and unless we determ ine to uphold the prin­ 
cip les which have thus far secured that Freedom . 
A tidal wave of exp ressed love of country, of 
in terest and participation in form ulating the na­ 
tional destiny, could im p ress the world that we 
A m ericans have som ething very special that other 
nations could seek for th em selv es. Such a regen­ 
eration of A m ericanism would give our nation 
new strength .and command respect all over the 
work!. 
C ertainly 
we have 
much to be enthusiastic 
about, esp ecially if we resto re fully the basic 
p rin ciples of the Founding F athers. Our govern­ 
ment was designed as one of lim ited powers: a 
governm ent deriving its just powers from the 
consent of the governed. 
Many checks and bal­ 
ances w ere placed on governm ent with the purpose 
of insuring that no single branch of government 
could assum e overw helm ing power. 
To the ex ­ 
tent that those checks and balances have com e to 
be ignored or overriden, to an equal extent our 
Freedom has suffered. 
The first men and women who cam e to A m erica 
brought w ith them the belief that Freedom is God- 
given. 
T hese early A m ericans were w ell aware 
that it is the nature of governm ent to encroach 
on the Freedom s of the people: 
they had fled 
such tyranny. 
L ater, the belief of these P ilgrim s that liberty 
com es from God was written into the Declaration 
of Independence. 
In the Constitution, they set the pattern for true 
peace and true liberty for mankind. 
They gave 
us the right way of lim ited government. 
That is not the pattern followed by the interna­ 
tio n a lists. It w as not by accident that the charter 
of the United Nations contains no reference to a 
super-natural being. That om ission is com pletely 
in keeping with the internationalist pattern. 
A tidal wave of m agnificent A m ericanism would 
bring m iraculous resu lts, for A m ericans and the 
rest of the world. 
It could make our treasured 
Freedom secure and put to rest the doubts now in 
the m inds of other nations as to whether we still 
p o sse ss the will to rem ain free.

Our records show that 178 
persons have been killed on the 
State's streets and highways over 
the past five Holy Week periods.

Fulbright has stuck his foot in his mouth on an 
occasion or two. 
He has a background as a teacher before going 
to Congress. Both are talkative occupations. The 
ultimate, of course, would be to combine these 
professions with barbering or preaching or both. 
Teachers often acquire an unsatiable appetite 
for hearing the sound of their own voice. Wheth­ 
er they have anything to say can become secondary.

WHAT THEY SAY 
ABOUT NATIONALISM 
Our country today, to my mind, 
alism , patriotism, Americanism, 
needed it before in its history, and it should be 
taught right from the time a youngster goes to 
kindergarten. 
We should have reverence for 
our flag; we should have reverence for the 
Constitution, our Bill of Rights, and our chil­ 
dren should be taught that. 
For some unknown 
reason today, they are forgetting American his­ 
tory and those things they used to respect—at 
least I did when I was a boy. 
I was taught at 
West Point duty, honor, country, and I think 
that motto could well go to all red-blooded 
Americans. We need it today. 
So spoke General George Stratemeyer before 
a subcommittee of the Senate Committee on the 
Judiciary a few years ago. 
His plea that pa­ 
triotism be instilled into the hearts and minds 
of all Americans is timely and important. 
The history of the United States of America is 
one of the great success stories of all time. The 
men and women who founded and built this nation 
were patriotis who shared two distinctive char­ 
acteristics: 
faith in God and the courage that 
grows out of love of country. 
“ Nationalism*’ nowadays is often used to con­ 
vey a negative meaning. 
There are those in 
America who decry the existence of what they 
call a nationalist spirit, and would have us 
believe there is something wrong about putting 
the interests of the United States ahead of the 
interests of other countries. 
These are the same people who tell us that 
patriotism is out of date, that our Constitution 
is not geared to modern tim es, that national 
sovereignty is a silly concept that should be 
abandoned. 
Our forefathers fought for peace with Freedom. 
But now are are told that the emphasis must be 
on peace, not Freedom; we are told that we must 
“ strengthen the United Nations**; that we must 
disarm; that we must submit to strict interna­ 
tional controls. 
In other words, we must sur­ 
render on the installment plan to an enemy that 
has openly declared its intention of wiping out 
what we call Freedom. 
It should be noted that only the United States is 
being asked to abandon nationalism; that is, a 
concern for its own interests. 
In Africa, Asia, 
Eastern and Western Europe, countries proclaim 
their nationalistic feelings. 
Every one of the 
nations we have subsidized so heavily with 
dollars from the American taxpayer is concerned 
first, last and always with national self-interest. 
But for the United States, internationalism is 
held to be the sound and unnecessary goal. 
A constant stream of propaganda is poured out 
to the effect that the United Nations is the great 
symbol of peace in the world. It is an idea that 
will not stand up under even the most simple 
examination. 
The kind of “ peace” coming from the United 


Nations caused more than 54,000 Americans to 
be killed in Korea and more than 103,000 more to 
be wounded. The UN brand of peace did not pre­ 
vent the rape and pillage of Katanga. 
Peace of 
the UN variety has established Marxist spy rings 
in the United States. 
UN “peace-keeping” ef­ 
forts did not manage to make themselves felt in 
the Hungarian revolt against Soviet tanks. 
When the UN was born, 200 million people in the 
world were under communist domination. Today, 
the number is approximately one billion — about 
one-third of the human race. 
Let us not forget 
that during the time the United Nations has had its 
headquarters on American soil, communism has 
advances to within 90 miles of the U.S. mainland. 
The internationalists are eager to extend their 
policies to trade, as well as aid. In the field of 
world commerce, they favor policies guided not 
by what is best for American producers but by 
what will best serve the interests of other na­ 
tions. 
It is well known that the international course has 
never been deliberately chosen by the American 
people. 
There has been one time in our history 
when Americans were given an opportunity to 
make a clear-cut choice between internationalism 
and American nationalism: 
in 1920, when the 
League of Nations was an issue. The advocates 
of American participation in the League were 
overwhelmingly defeated. 
Since that time, the American people have never 
been given a chance to vote on proposals to down­ 
grade the national independence of the United 
States. 
And since that time, this independence 
has been worn away by secret diplomacy and de­ 
liberate misrepresentation linked with an inter­ 
national conspiracy against Freedom. 
The internationalists talk much about the “ force 
of reaction” — those Americans who stand with 
their patriotic forefathers in giving first attention 
to the good of their own country. In reality, it is 
the one-worlder who has the reactionary approach. 
It is the patriot, the nationalist, if you please, who 
has the constructive, positive, progressive ap­ 
proach. 
The patriot is FOR Freedom; FOR limitation 
of governmental power in accordance with the 
Constitution; FOR America standing firm for the 
principles of Freedom. 
This affirmative policy of wanting our govern­ 
ment to give first attention to what is best for 
the United States is scorned by the one-worlders 
as nationalism. 
Why should we not be nationalistic? This is our 
country, and our Freedom is at stake. We know 
the American way of life is a good way. We 
cherish It, and we must employ our best efforts 
to preserve it. 
Under our system , the American people have 
enjoyed Freedom to an extent that has been the 
envy of the world. 
In our enjoyment of it, we 
have tended to forget that Freedom is never free. 
Each generation must earn it. 
In the world of today, we cannot expect to keep 
our Freedoms unless we take pride in our her­ 
itage and unless we determine to uphold the prin­ 
ciples which have thus far secured that Freedom. 
A tidal wave of expressed love of country, of 
interest and participation in formulating the na­ 
tional destiny, could impress the world that we 
Americans have something very special that other 
nations could seek for themselves. Such a regen­ 
eration of Americanism would give our nation 
new strength and command respect all over the 
world. 
Certainly we have much to be enthusiastic 
about, especially if we restore fully the basic 
principles of the Founding Fathers. Our govern­ 
ment was designed as one of limited powers: a 
government deriving its just powers from the 
consent of the governed. 
Many checks and bal­ 
ances were placed on government w ith the purpose 
of insuring that no single branch of government 
could assume overwhelming power. 
To the ex­ 
tent that those checks and balances have come to 
be ignored or overriden, to an equal extent our 
Freedom has suffered. 
The first men and women who came to America 
brought w ith them the belief that Freedom is God- 
given. 
These early A m ericans were well aware 
that it is the nature of government to encroach 
on the Freedoms of the people: 
they had fled 
such tyranny. 
Later, the belief of these Pilgrims that liberty 
com es from God was written into the Declaration 
of Independence. 
In the Constitution, they set the pattern for true 
peace and true liberty for mankind. They gave 
us the right way of limited government. 
That is not the pattern followed by the interna­ 
tionalists. It was not by accident that the charter 
of the United Nations contains no reference to a 
super-natural being. That omission is completely 
in keeping with the internationalist pattern. 
A tidal wave of magnificent Americanism would 
bring miraculous results, for Americans and the 
rest of the world. 
It could make our treasured 
Freedom secure and put to rest the doubts now in 
the minds of other nations as to whether we still 
possess the will to remain free. 
If we really care about Freedom for all people 
and if we are really concerned about their well­ 
being, we w ill demonstrate to them that we intend 
to remain free. We must show them by our deeds 
and let them know we desire Freedom for them by 
refusing to give up our own.
